For cultivation in tho garden, tho 
ground is prepared as for other crops 
aud the pieoos of roots are planted iu 
rows from 2-to 8 feet apart and, 15. to IS 
inches apart injthe row. -Mark off the 
ground and make a small hole with n 
dibblo or planting stick and set so that 
the upper end is slightly below the sur- 
face.

•test advantage, it may easily bo that an 
equivalent in money value may be use- 
ful and profitable in this instance, al- 
though loss in quantity. Three barre s 
carefully dry air slaked by-, exposing i 
to one shower or a few days' damp air 
uuderashed-will make a quantity not 
any lees than is of ton applied to the soil 
in common practice.

Tbe Country Gentleman adds a caution 
as to the effects of limo on the potato 
crop- "Why it is so is perhaps at pres- 
ent inexplicable, but we have known it 
to be the case as far back as- SO years, 
when using limo in large quantities at 
the beginning of every rotation, that 
the application of lime to the potato 
crop has the effect of seriously impair- 
ing the cooking. quality of' tho tubers, 
although it produces a conspicuous in- 
crease in tbe.growth of tops. Thisi may 
ho explained, by. these figures—1,000 
pounds of potato vines, grecn.^contain 
0 V pounds or •'lime and the tubers'have, 
only one-third.of one ounce of lime in 
tho 1,000 pounds.

1 
have never found anything that would 
produce so much feed to the aero or that 
I consider as valuable for stook.

16 tons 
(croon) to tWS aore when no ram fell 
after it was six inches high until it ma- 
tared and have proved-that 15 head of 
cattle can bo fed two- months on the 
product of-a Bingla acre.;

Soon after the arrival of the warships 


oft the coast of Ccinfucgos, four beats 
were launched, and proceeded in shore 
for the purpose of grappling for the cable 
in order to out it. The warships lay a 
thousand yards off tlie harUor. It was 
observed the Spanish troops had assem- 
bled ashore, but it was not- known that 
heavy guns had been placed in a masked 
battery and that the outer lighthouse far 
out on the neck of land had been trans- 
formed into a formidable fort. 


The small boats proceeded cautiously 


and for more than sii hour wcAed un- 
inolej.tefl on the cable. Suddenly just as 
'thq'f-wark was about completed, the shore 
battery .fired a shell at the boats followed 
'byothars',.and the Spanish infantry open^ 


»d'"flrc with rifles. Then like a "flash thc^ 


Marblehcad' sent a shell intend followed 
by a perfect showci of shot 
The Nosh 


vi-'lc quickly-followed-and the-little Win- 
dom cut loose with -four pounders. 


Meanwhile-Spanish.bullets, fell in every 


direction around the srmiM -boats. Though 
the attack had come suddenly land fierce- 
ly, the' blue jackets were not dismayed 
«ncl protected by'.the terrific, fire of the 
warships, the work was continued and 
the cable cut. Then -the boats returned 
to the ships. • -Regan, who wns in one of 
the Marblehrad-'s boats, it wns found had 
been killed nnd six badly wounded. The 
Spaniards 
Irad suflered a 
severe ' loss. 


Their, shots from'the-lighthouse struck 
the worships several times, and.although, 
they did not dp much .damage the-fire 
an-oused the determiria.tion of the Ameri- 
can 
officers

exterminate (.he fort. 


Thereafter for a'moment l-ha fire, of the 
warships wn? concentrated upon the light 
house nnd the improvised 'fort was blown 
to pieces^ As there wore g-rcat numbers 
of Spaniards in nnd behind the fort there 
is no douibt many were killed. The-Mtir- 
blehead and Xiishviil-ie used their heaviest 
guns us well us the rapid fire guns, ami 
hundreds of shots wore thrown into the 
Spanish troops.

hour. There are four steamship lines to 
Kong Kong and a monthly line from Ma- 
nila to Livcrool. 


Besides these direct reports, from the 


United States consul,' the stole depart- 
ment has also a gazette published at 
Hong Kong, which gives a full account 'of 
conditions in the Philippines. It shows 
by the last census, the population, of 
Manila was 100,000 natives, 61,000 Chin- 
ese, 4,100 Spaniards and 250 Europeans 
other than Spaniards.

It ivns expected that a battle would 


bo fought on the shores of Muskego and 
.Wind.laJces today, biit.the rain interfered 
with the plans nud. as .near as • can be 
learned, -hostilities have .been postponed 
for a time. Acting under .orders of Judge 
Johnson, .of Milwaukee, August 
Priewe 


intended to .build a daiu across the canal 
that drained Muskego lake, but the farm- 
ers who-'havo land that would be flooded, 
said they would be present and give bat- 
tle. The dam'is to be built by the Wis- 
consin Land' & Improvement company. 


Copies of that portion of the judgment 


of Judge Johnson in 'the suit, givin 
Priowe tho right to proceed with tho erec- 
tion of a dam at the expense of the land 
company if the company failed to do it 
were served upon all the farmers who arc 
known to oppose- the reflooding of the 
lakebcd. Inasmuch ;is Priewe " is carry 
ing out the mandate of the court, it is 
expected that the court-will come to hia 
aid if he is banned. 
. •• 


There are thousands of acres of:marsh 


lands that havo been reclaimed by the 
draining of .tlie lakebcd. A great portion 
of this is under cultivation. There are 
it is stated., several hundred acres o 
wheat that is already growing- luxuriant 
]y, while many acres of corn and potatoc 
have been planted. A considerable por 
ticm of the lakebed has been planted with 
corn, nnd it tho dam is erected, it is 
claimed, it moans a complete loss of the 
crops, besides the turning'of'many acres, 
of arable laud into marsh, good for noth- 
ing except to raise marsh hay on. 


Prior to the time the company was or- 


ganized and began work, the fanners 
raised and'expended more. than. §12,000 
in draining the swamp lands. The work 
. was carried on under the supervision ot 


a drainage commission appointed by the 
circuit courts of Raeine and Waukcsha 
counties, the lake lying in those two. 
counties. This commission assessed 
the 


benefits and the money was paid by the 
farmers. The appointment of the com- 
mission was resisted, but afterwards 
went to the supremo court an.i was sus- 
tained. 


The flooding of tho lake will undo all 


this work. Muskego lake was originally 
ten or twelve feet in depth. Ihcre is a 
dispute as to the exact level of the water 
t jjflnsnsviiic

1 through, nnd by reason of the great 


ditches it will be diflieult to raise the 
water to exactly the former level, if a 
level can ever be agreed upon. An ap- 
peal from the decision of Judge Johnson 
is being perfected and the case is going 
to the supreme court but there have been 
no steps toward staying procedmgs under 
the judgment o f . the court pending the 


' 
appeal, except temporarily and the time 
so specified has elapsed. 


The temper, of the farmers who oppose 


the flooding of the lakebcd wa? shown 
last night After Priewe and his men 
had withdrawn, the .wood and other ma- 
terial that -had been carted to the head 
of tho lake, with which to erect tho dam, 
was set on fire and burned. All. of tho 
"•rading tools arc said to have been cither 
thrown into the fire or clso carried away. 


The flooding of the lake will restore 


the utility of the summer resort purposes. 
There arc n number of well-known re- 
sorts along the east and .-. south shores, 
and some of them have been preparing 
for a, reopening of business. W?fh 'a ful. 
head of water in the lake application was 
to have been made to the state fish com- 
mission for the planting, of fish fry in 
the waters, and there are said to be fish 
enough left now. to insure good fishin; 
during the summer months. With watci 
in the lake this summer, duck hunters, 
would have an excellent preserve foi 
shooting next fall. Large (locks of ducks 
arc said to hover about the hike at pres 
ent, there being considerable water. 


An attempt was mnde to build a dan 


across the outlet of the lake, two ycurr, 


ngo, 
at the same place where Priewe was 


about to begin work ,but it wns mis 
trated oy the farmers, who destroyed tin 
work that had boon completed and then 
patroled the lakebcd armed 'with shot 
guns, to resist further attempts of a siini 
lar. nature.
